DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-7, the prior art fails to teach an x-ray detection device for foreign 
having a test-piece table, being outside a conveyance path, holds a test piece for checking 
sensitivity of detecting a mixed-in foreign matter and which is movably installed so that it can 
pass a detection position along a moving direction of an examination subject article moving in 
the conveyance path and means for moving the test-piece table along the moving direction at 
substantially the same as a moving speed of the examination subject article as claimed in 
independent claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
